SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 1, I884. 


The requirements in the statutes of a school committee 
relating to the annual report to be submitted to the town 
are not arduous, neither indeed closely defined ; but leay- 
ing it to the judgment of those concerned as regards 
what is necessary and proper, or otherwise. Itisa very 
pleasant task to be able to testify to the earnest endeav- 
ors and faithful efforts of our tedchers the past year, so 
that while there hasbeen in no case that which resembles 
a failure, in some terms the evidences of advancement 
were not only quite marked, but the genial efforts on the 
part of the scholars, very pleasing to notice; while the 
growing paternal zeal on the part of the teacher was 
such as always brings good results. The “ve, growing 
teachers are the ones we need. Teachers that not only 
love to be with the children, but love to watch the growth 
and expansion of the young mind and to direct it in the 
right path. 7 

The price per week or month should not for a moment 
be thought of in the school-room; but to labor because 
one loves to labor for the good of the rising generation. 

While our schools for the past year have been pro- 
gressing in the main, some branches have been handled 
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altogether zoo carelessly, for instance reading, and while 
our educated classes are such mzserable readers how can 
we elevate the standard of reading in our common schools? 
We must make a powerful effort to bring about better 
results. It can and must be done. Now will all lend a 
helping hand? Give us a better class of teachers if they 
can be found, but by all means see that your children do 
not read carelessly at home ; teach them to study out the 
prominent or emphatic words and be sure they read 
slowly. | 


SPELLING 


next to reading is of indispensable value to good schol- 
arship. There are different methods by which to per- 
fect one in the art of correct orthography. A very efli- 
cient one is to be supplied with blank books which cost 
but a few pennies, in which to record each lesson with a 
space for correcting mistakes. This is very fine 
and has been practised in many of our schools the past 
year with the best results. The plan works fely, and 
‘needs only to be examined to be appreciated. 


PHYSIOLOGY 


has been taught orally and otherwise in some of our 
schools for some time and with the best results, but we 
are notified by the State Superintendent that the coming 
year those proposing to teach must be prepared to in- 
struct in physiology and hygiene, with special reference 
to the effects of alcoholic drinks, stimulants and,narcot- 
ics upon the human system. Consequently an additional 
text-book will be required, but what author will be the 
approved one has not been decided. It is proposed 
by the State Superintendent to refer the matter to some 
eminent medical authority before selecting.

found its place among school exercises much to the credit 
of those who took part in the rendering of the same. 
‘Variety is the spice of life,” and what is there that 
tends more to make theschool-room homelike and cheer- 
ful? 

MORALS. 


The section in our statutes relaung to the examination 
of teachers, expressly states that all persons proposing 
to teach in town, ska// produce satisfactory evidence of 
good moral character and suitable ¢emper and disposition 
for teachers as well as competency to instruct in the or- 
dinary branches pursued in district schools. Therefore 
do not our teachers occupy a very responsible position? 
They should surely guard against every impure word or 
act on the part of themselves or the children intrusted to 
their care, in or around the school-room or on the way 
to or from school. And here let me say parents should 
co-operate with and sustain the teacher in enforcing those 
lessons which will tend to the purity of morals, politeness 
of manners and elevate the true standard of gentlemanly 
and lady-like deportment among the pupils; and even 
this must begin at home ; if the first few yearsof a child’s 
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life are under good tutelage, it will be very easy to direct 
the remainder of the school life. -As is the parent, so is 
the child; what father or mother says or does is perfectly 
correct with the child. What satisfies the parents, satis- 
fies the children; what disgusts the parents, disaffects. 
the children. Consequently it is of the utmost impor- 
tance the kind of remarks that are passed in the’presence - 
of the child. Parents if you have anything other than 
of a pleasant character to say of your teacher, for the 
good of your own family if for no higher motive, care- 
fully avoid saying a word in the hearing of the children. 
‘Do not under any consideration vitiate the young and 
plastic minds with anything of a doubtful cast, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, for they will seize upon and retail it 
to the disturbance of the whole school if not the whole 
neighborhood and town. 

We would not forget the kindly co-operation during 
the 'past year of parents and teachers; neither would we 
fail to appreciate the respectful friendly greeting with 
pleasant smiles from the scholars, which tends to make 
life happy and duty a cheerful task, and indicates a very — 
healthy state of affairs in our schools.
